A MILITANT smoker is touring the 
county and filming himself spark¬ 
ing up in public places to prove that 
the smoking ban is a flop. 

Richard Preece has already tried puffing his 
Blue Windsors in shopping centres, council 
offices and police stations and, more recently, 
decided to tiy a quick fag in a magistrates court. 

But despite hundreds of examples of public 
smoking, the 6ft 4ins tall nicotine-addict has 
yet to be given a single caution or fine and secu¬ 
rity patrols have never even moved him on. 

The 25-year-old photographer said: “I hated 
the smoking ban from the start, but I became 
concerned when people, like pub landlords, 
started losing their livelihoods because of it. 

“I decided to break the ban in the hope that 
I would get fined and I could then take it to 
court and fight it, because I simply do not 
believe these laws could be upheld. 

“They are a breach of human rights.” 

Mr Preece, who is single, has smoked 20 a day 
since he was 18 and started his crusade in the 
Mall Chequers shopping centre in Maidstone 
last month, where he twice clashed with security 

But despite standing among shoppers, the 
chain-smoking snapper was only asked to 
smoke outside, a request he ignored. 

A few weeks later he took a walk around 
the Maidstone Gateway - home to hundreds 
of borough council workers - but he was 
able to smoke an entire fag in view of officers

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Widdecombe is 
sure public will 
turn out to vote

VOTERS will go to the polls 
tomorrow to decide the 
fate of the county council 
candidates. 

People will have their chance to 
vote for who they want to represent 
them at County Hall from 7am- 
10pm on Thursday 

With the recent MPs expenses 
scandal damaging the public’s trust 
in Government it is feared it could 
affect the local elections and people 
might not vote at all. 

But the Conservative MP for 
Maidstone and the Weald, Ann 
Widdecombe, believes her con¬ 
stituents will turn out to vote as they 
still trust in the political system. 

She said: “I’m sure there will be 
some fall-out, but Hugh Robertson 
(Tory MP for Mid Kent and 
Faversham) and I have not been 
caught up with any of this and that 
gives people complete confidence in 
their own MPs. 

“I think there will be less of a reac¬ 
tion here than other places. 

Undeniably there will be some sort 
of a reaction when it comes to voting, 
but I trust people will vote sensibly” 

Endorsed 

With public confidence in the main 
parties low, other parties are opti¬ 
mistic this could be their time to get 
into County Hall. 

UKIP, which has candidates in five 
Maidstone districts, are urging peo¬ 
ple to give “the thumbs down” to the 
three leading parties and vote for a 
change. 

Although the Green Party has failed 
to secure a seat at County Hall at past 
elections, recent figures show Green 
support is rapidly growing and one 
poll showed them four points ahead 
of the Lib Dems in the South East.

Councillor for Maidstone South 
East, Brian Wood, is retiring at the 
June 4 elections. 

Instead of backing his former party 
or a fellow Independent candidate to 
take his seat at KCC, Cllr Wood has 
publicly endorsed the Green Party. 

In an attempt to regain the support 
the main parties have been making 
their final pleas to the residents as to 
why they should vote for them. 

The Tories maintain their ruling of 
KCC has been productive and proved 
to be a success, which they wish to 
continue following the election. 

The Lib Dems are hoping Labour 
and Conservative voters disappoint¬ 
ed with their own parties will lend 
them their vote, rather than not vote 
at all, to allow them to reduce the 
Tory majority sitting at County Hall. 

The Labour party is appealing to 
voters to choose their candidates for 
county council so the public can bene¬ 
fit from the Labour-run government.

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Clegg salutes town's 
role in Gurkha victory

LIBERAL Democrat leader Nick 
Clegg came to the county town to 
congratulate campaigners for win¬ 
ning the battle for retiring Gurkhas 
to be allowed to stay in this country. 

The prominent MP took a break from 
Parliament to meet Gurkha veterans from 
Invicta Barracks in Maidstone and Shomcliffe 
Barracks in Folkestone at Coxheath Village 
Hall on Monday. 

Mr Clegg was greeted at Staplehurst station 
by the Lib Dem parliamentary candidate for 
Maidstone and Weald, Peter Carroll, before 
heading to meet the soldiers, their families and 
Lib Dem councillors. 

Mr Carroll fought vigorously alongside 
actress Joanna Lumley to successfully per¬ 
suade the Government to allow all retired 
Gurkhas to live in the UK. He celebrated with 
Ms Lumley and more than 100 former soldiers 
following Home Secretary Jacqui Smith’s his¬ 
toric announcement on Thursday, May 21. 

Mr Clegg told Yourmaidstone: “It’s a triumph 
of decency, common sense and British values, 
and it is a triumph for Kent. It has captured the 
hearts of the people of Maidstone and Kent.” 

He added: “It’s worth remembering that dur¬ 
ing a time of such great anxiety and so much 
anger, a legitimate anger and fury about the 
goings on a Westminster, and one MP after an 
another has been exposed in this truly depress¬ 
ing and awful scandal, that in the middle of all 
that the Gurkha campaign finally delivered 


something that we as a nation could be proud of.” 

Although Mr Clegg has not seen the bronze 
Gurkha statue outside Maidstone Museum in 
St Faith’s Street, which was unveiled last year 
and paid for by the public, he praised the peo¬ 
ple of Maidstone for the idea. 

He said: “It’s fantastic and Maidstone should 
be immensely proud, especially because of the 
role of the Gurkhas have in the community in 
this part of England. The Gurkha campaign 
was bom and bred in Kent and Kent should be 
proud of what it has achieved.” 

Speaking at the village hall, Mr Carroll said: 
“Today has been a lovely day and it is a lovely 


victory. Every time I see one of these Gurkhas 
it just chokes me and now their lives have been 
changed profoundly.” 

Madan Gurung, a former Gurkha soldier who 
fought with the British Army for 23 years 
before retiring in 1994, helped Mr Carroll 
spearhead the campaign. 

He said: “I am very, very happy. I have lost 13 
colleagues while fighting for this and I am 
pleased it is now over. This is a big day for me and 
I pleased Mr Carroll and Mr Clegg are both here.” 

During the ceremony Mr Clegg and Mr 
Carroll were both made honorary Gurkhas by 
Mr Gurung and his colleagues. 


Evil rapist caught 
by DNA on victim 

A SEX attacker has been jailed for seven 
years after being snared by DNA left 
when he licked a victim’s face. 

Ashley Niblett, 

20, pleaded guilty 
last month to rap¬ 
ing a 35-year-old 
woman in Maids¬ 
tone last year, and 
to attempting to 
rape a 41-year-old 
woman. 

Niblett, formerly 
from Sevenoaks, 
approached the 
41-year-old from 
behind as she 
walked in Bower 
Place on April 23, 

2008, before taking her mobile and try¬ 
ing to sexually assault her. 

The attacker raped his second victim 
on July 11 last year, in an alleyway next 
to the library, in St Faith’s Street, during 
the early hours of the morning. 

He was caught after a trace of his DNA 
was found on the 35-year-old woman’s face 
where he had licked her during the attack. 

He pleaded not guilty to raping the vic¬ 
tim a second time, which was accepted 
by the Crown during the hearing at 
Maidstone Crown Court on May 12. 

After Niblett was sentenced at the 
same court on Friday, Detective 
Inspector Ian Rogerson, of Kent Police, 
said: “This sentence reflects the severity 
of these crimes, which will undoubtedly 
have a huge impact on the victims and is 
something they will have to live with for 
the rest of their lives. 

“Although crimes of this nature are 
very rare, when they do occur we will use 
all the tools in our arsenal to seek the 
offenders and bring them to justice. 

“By the very words of the judge, this 
man was a danger to women and today’s 
sentence will ensure that he remains off 
the streets for a long time.”

without so much as a ticking off. 

Mr Preece started filming his 
antics on his mobile phone, but 
then bought a pen with a telescop¬ 
ic camera on the end. The footage 
can be seen on video sharing site 
YouTube or on our website. 

A visit to Ashford International 
Station, Ashford Police Station and 
the nearby magistrates court fol¬ 
lowed last week. Although security 
guards would not let him into the 
courts, he managed to walk into the 
police station and finish his cigarette. 

Last Friday, he stood in the food 
court at the Ashford Designer 
Outlet and when he refused to put 
out his fag security guards just let 
him wander off. His next stop is 
Canterbury, where he has heard 
street patrols are tougher. 

Smoking ban offenders can be 
handed £50 on-the-spot penalties, 
although this can rise to £1,000 if 
the matter goes to court. It is the 
job of councils to enforce the law 
and not the police. 

Paul Alcock, manager of the Mall 
Chequers, said: “If this man returns 
we will call environmental health 
who can fine him on the spot.”

Guest of honour was Carolyn Williams, the 
daughter of the late Maidstone-bom chil¬ 
dren’s TV favourite. 

After the plaque was unveiled Ms Williams 
said: “I don’t usually quote Victor Meldrew 
when speaking about my dad, but if he was 
here he would have said: ‘I don’t believe it’. 

‘What a lovely thing to do. He can’t be here 
- and I wish he was - but I thank you on his 
behalf.” 

The tribute came after thousands of fans 
joined an online campaign for a permanent 
memorial to the Vision On and Take Hart 
artist, which was backed by Yourmaidstone.

He served as an officer with the 1st 
Gurkha Rifles in World War Two before 
studying at Maidstone College of Art, now 
the University for Creative Arts, before grad¬ 
uating in 1950 and starting his 50-year tele¬ 
vision career. 



Freight meeting packed 

HUNDREDS of residents packed a public 
meeting about a proposed freight depot near 
Borough Green. 

Borough Green international gateway 
(BIG) has been put forward as an alternative 
freight terminal to Kent international gate¬ 
way (KIG), near Bearsted. 

If it goes ahead, BIG could cover more than 
250 acres of landscape around Platt, Borough 
Green, Wrotham and Ightham. The public 
meeting in St George’s Hall, Wrotham, was 
attended by more than 200 people. 

With traffic already blighting Borough 
Green, Kent County Council is working on a 
planning application for a village bypass. 

Locals are concerned the BIG developers 
will offer to fund the bypass. 

Richard Knox-Johnston, chairman of 
Protect Kent, said: ‘We are against inappro¬ 
priate development in the Green BBelt and 
this depot will have a severe impact.”

Keyhole surgery link-up 

SURGEONS will be able to take a masters 
degree in keyhole surgery after a link-up 
between the University of Kent and the NHS. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
will work with the university’s Medway- 
based Centre for Work and Learning to deliv¬ 
er the programme, from October. 

The focus will be laparoscopic, or keyhole, 
surgery, which uses fibre optic camera tech¬ 
nology to operate through small incisions.

Tell us a little about yourself 


A I’m 48 years old and married to Lynne. I 
own a road transport company based in 
Maidstone. However, I’ve had a very varied 
career. I started as a research scientist and then 
served as an officer in the RAF for six years. I 
ran a software company until moving into the 
family road transport business in 1992.1 am a 
Liberal Democrat.

How did you get involved in the Gurkha Justice Campaign? 


A in 2004, four retired Gurkhas arrived at my 
home to say that one of their colleagues was 
being deported. This was a jaw-dropping 
moment for me. I had no idea that at the time 
all retired Gurkhas had to go back to Nepal. 
From that moment, I vowed to help them. I 
helped forge them into a campaigning force. 

Later that year, the Blair Government 
announced a major change in policy and said 
that Gurkhas who retired after 1997 could stay 
in Britain. While a very good move, this led to 
the terrible situation that Gurkhas who retired 
before 1997 could not stay - this included veter¬ 
ans of the first Gulf War, the Falklands and 
other conflicts.

What does this new announcement by the Government 
mean for all retired Gurkhas? 

This new policy will change lives profound¬ 
ly and in a wonderful way. It means that 


thousands of very brave and loyal British 
Army Gurkhas who have been excluded from 
living in Britain can now do so. For them and 
their families it gives access to a better life. 

Q How crucial a role has Joanna Lumley played in the 
campaign? 

A Her fame and her wonderful way of reach¬ 
ing out to people and her ability to com¬ 
municate via the media meant the campaign 
gained a massive amount of momentum. With 
Joanna at the head, we were able to apply a 
degree of political pressure which had eluded 
us before her involvement. 

Q Do you believe all foreign soldiers who fought on behalf 
of the UK should have the right to settle here? 

A Yes I do. Indeed, soldiers from Common¬ 
wealth countries have had the right to set¬ 
tlement in the UK after four years for a very 
significant period. The central plank of our 
campaign was simply to ask for parity with 
these soldiers. We were never asking for any¬ 
thing special - just parity with Common¬ 
wealth soldiers. 

Q How significant a decision do you believe this is in the 
history of our Parliament and Armed Forces? 

A This decision is profoundly significant. A 
public campaign has forced an unwilling 
Government to do the ‘right thing’. The vote in 
Parliament was crucial. In that vote, MPs of 
all sides worked together to defeat the Govern¬ 


ment on an Opposition Day motion. I believe 
the last time that happened was in the mid 
1970s. The Gurkha issue has helped bring to 
the fore the very important concept of the 
Military Covenant for all our soldiers. That 
covenant sets out that in return for the risks 
they take, members of the Armed Forces 
should expect to be well treated and respected. 

Q Is there a next step for the campaign, or have you 
reached the pinnacle? 

A No, this campaign is over. Usually, cam¬ 
paigns either only succeed in increasing 
awareness of an issue or in getting a compro¬ 
mise. In this case, the campaign has been won. 

Q What do you believe the future holds for this Labour 
Government? 

A I feel that it is in severe trouble. It is as if 
the public mood has shifted against it and 
it is struggling to become positive again. I 
think its difficulties can best be demonstrated 
by how it has reacted to our campaign. Blair’s 
was the first Government to do something pos¬ 
itive for the Gurkhas when it allowed post- 
1997 retirees to stay in this country. Gordon 
Brown has now built on this with his decision 
to let all retired Gurkhas stay. However, 
despite all that good work, many feel the 
Government has been dragged kicking and 
screaming to this point. Hence, the public has 
a negative view of its actions when, in fact, it 
has done more than any other.

A MASSIVE number of 
distinctive Painted Lady 
butterflies are now arriv¬ 
ing in the county after an 
amazing 1,000-mile migra¬ 
tion from North Africa. 

In a space of about 45 minutes, 
conservationists counted nearly 
3,000 of the butterflies at one loca¬ 
tion in Kent, which they called 
“quite incredible”. 

The charity Butterfly 
Conservation has been receiving 
reports since the start of last week 
of sightings of large numbers of 
these fast-flying butterflies, which 
have orange, black and white-spot¬ 
ted wings, moving overhead for 
hours on end. They say this could 
be one of the largest Painted Lady 
migrations in decades. 

The first indication of their 
arrival in Britain came when 
Butterfly Conservation members 
first reported seeing large numbers 
along the south coast. 

Since then, thousands have been 
seen flying in a northerly direction. 

Scientists have been predicting 
an unusually large migration since 
late winter.

The butterflies originate from the 
Atlas Mountains of Morocco, where 
heavy winter rains allowed good 
germination of the caterpillar food- 
plants. 

A Spanish researcher, Constanti 
Stefanescu, had reported seeing 
hundreds of thousands emerging in 
mid February and beginning their 
long flight north. 

They were seen in large numbers 
in Spain during April and a few 
weeks later in France. 

Now they have arrived in the 
southern part of the UK with sight¬ 
ings as far north as East Anglia 
being reported. 

Butterfly Conservation is asking 
for the public’s help to track the 
migration by recording any sight¬ 
ings at www.butterfly-conserva- 
tion.org/migrantwatch. 

Richard Fox, surveys manager, 
said: “There are literally millions of 
Painted Lady butterflies arriving 
right across Britain. 

“This is a spectacular phenome¬ 
non and we are asking people to 
send us their sightings via our 
website”.

Reader's letter flew in 


READER John Kemp from Whitstable 
contacted us after taking pictures of the 
visitors. 

He said: "There has been a massive 
influx of Painted Lady butterflies into 
Britain in the past week. I saw 13 at one 
time in my garden in Whitstable, and I 
have also seen them in Chestfield. 

"They have been reported from Grove 
Ferry, Sandwich Bay, West to Devon: 
sometimes in large numbers - over 
1,000 at Rainham marches just over the 


estuary into Essex. This attractive but¬ 
terfly is fairly common, but very variable 
in numbers, being an irruptive migrant 
from North Africa and Southern Europe 
- it can not survive our winters. 

"It is, however, an extremely adven¬ 
turous migrant and strong flier, being the 
only butterfly ever found in Iceland. I 
attach a photo, taken yesterday in my 
garden, where they were sipping nectar 
from our perennial wallflowers. 

"Here are some pictures."

A RARE SIGHT: Comma butterflys are in decline 

Making a home 
for butterflies 

WITH summer approaching native butter¬ 
flies should be seen in our gardens in droves 
- but they are not. The reason is that a lot 
of butterfly species are in decline - and 
some are threatened with extinction. 

According to reports from the Butterfly 
Monitoring Scheme, last year was the worst 
since records began in 1976. 

Two things would help to redress this wor¬ 
rying situation. Firstly, a warm, sunny sum¬ 
mer because the majority of butterflies don’t 
tolerate rain or cold. Secondly, gardeners 
making positive efforts to improve habitats. 

Butterflies lay their eggs where emerging 
caterpillars have immediate access to food. In 
some cases they only lay eggs on the common 
nettle. It is easy to reserve a small area of the 
garden where nettles can grow undisturbed. 

And why not plant more of the native nec¬ 
tar-rich flowers loved by butterflies? Any gar¬ 
den centre or nursery worth the title will be 
able to offer plenty of help on this score. 

Two further important points. Select warm, 
sunny, sheltered places to locate nectar-rich 
plants because butterflies will be reluctant to 
visit chilly, draughty spots in the garden. 

And consider reducing - or at least cut¬ 
ting down - on the use of pesticides because 
they kill gardeners’ friends such as lady¬ 
birds and butterflies just as much as what 
are perceived as ‘nasty’ visitors.

expected over the next 12 months. 

Over 100 of our UK universities 
are planning to cut staff too. 

And if this was not bad enough, 
Government capping of university 
places will close the doors to about 
30,000 eligible students this summer. 
Hasn’t the Government heard of this 
country’s massive skills shortages? 

Work that could be done to insu¬ 
late homes, cut energy wastage and 
fuel poverty and put solar water 
heating and solar panels in our 
schools and hospitals is not being 
done, condemning construction 
workers to enforced unemployment. 

Yes, a recession is difficult, but 
there are plenty of areas of public 
spending occurring in Kent and 
Medway that we do not need. 

Subsidies to chemical-based agri¬ 
culture should be brought to an end; 
new major road building should be 
stopped; subsidised public private 
partnerships to build new schools 
should be cut in favour of cheaper 
direct public spending on such proj¬ 
ects; public spending on planning for 
large-scale loriy parking and ware¬ 
housing developments like the China 
Gateway, the Kent International 
Gateway project and a similar project 
at Borough Green could all cease 
with a clear Government rejection of 
these unsustainable projects. 

But we 
are poorly-led, and people are pay¬ 
ing with their jobs for the 
Government’s combined failures to 
lead or to prioritise for the future.

Comedy duo promise 
a night to remember

PUT two comedy giants together 
in one room and even a pack of 
jaded journalists will soon be 
buzzing with anticipation at their 
imminent arrival. 

Dictaphones are arranged, prime seats are 
fought over and hushed whispers reach fever 
pitch as Ricky Gervais and Ben Stiller make 
their entrance. 

Gervais, 47, and Stiller, 43, have amassed an 
impressive body of work between them. 

As the co-creator of The Office, Gervais won 
unlikely empathy for the sadly-comedic 
character David Brent, and the plaudits the 
series received brought him huge success on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

His subsequent star pulling-power allowed 
him to secure unlikely cameos from the likes of 
Robert de Niro and Kate Winslet, who both 
willingly sent themselves up in his follow-up 
project, Extras. 

Stiller meanwhile has been described as a 
“ringmaster who knows everybody in 
Hollywood” by his friend and co-star Hank 
Azaria, having been behind box office hits such 
as Meet The Parents, Dodgeball and Tropic 
Thunder. 

The reason for the duo’s joint appearance is 
to promote their latest cinematic pairing in 
comedy sequel Night At The Museum 2. 

Back in the press room, a call for silence 
breaks into applause as the duo arrive. 

Gervais, wearing black trousers, T-shirt and 
jacket, leads the way. He is closely followed by 
Stiller, who at around 5ft 6in, also wearing 
black and sporting impressively bouffant hair, 
makes Gervais look positively statuesque.

Stiller reprises the role of Larry Daley, the 
former museum night guard at The Museum 
of Natural History who has now found success 
as an infomercial inventor. 

The museum’s assorted historical charac¬ 
ters, played by the likes of Owen Wilson, Robin 
Williams and Steve Coogan, all reappear, 
along with a host of new faces, such as Amy 
Adams as Amelia Earhart and Azaria as an 
Egyptian pharaoh. Gervais, meanwhile, is 
back as Daley’s boss, the oblivious Dr McPhee. 

Stiller said: ‘We had to figure out a way to 
start the second movie, particularly as Larry 
was so happy at the end of the first one. 


“The idea that Larry had become successful 
and had all the problems that come with that 
took him away from his true happiness.” 

Both cast and crew wanted everything in the 
sequel to not only be bigger but better, so the 
action was moved to the world’s largest muse¬ 
um, Washington’s Smithsonian Institution. 

While it meant an infinite amount of cre¬ 
ative possibilities for the production team, it 
does beg the question whether there’s now 
anywhere else the film franchise can go. 

“I don’t know,” says Stiller. “The idea of doing 
a third one would be great. It’s just figuring 
out how it could get any bigger, any different.” 

“How about a normal museum where noth¬ 
ing comes to life, just following the admin,” 
Gervais chips in. “Just naturalise it all...”

in Holland's capital

SHE’S small, she’s cute and she’s 
one of the Dutch city of Utrecht’s 
most famous exports. 

Miffy or Nijntje, as the little white rabbit 
is known in her native Holland, is a popu¬ 
lar book and TV character across the globe. 

Utrecht, about an hour’s drive from the 
port of Rotterdam, is the birthplace of Miffy 
creator and local resident Dick Bruna. 

But Utrecht is more than the home of 
Miffy. It’s the perfect place for a short break, 
with pedestrian quaysides lining a network 
of 14th-century canals, plus bars and 
restaurants, great shopping and an eclectic 
mix of tourist attractions. 

Founded by the Romans, Utrecht is

almost 2,000 years old and was once the largest 
and most important city in Holland. Today, it is 
one of Holland’s newest city-break destinations. 

The focal point is the Dom Church and its 
tower. A nave once connected the two, but in 
1674 this collapsed during a storm. The church 
and tower were never reconnected, and a street 
and square now separate the two structures. 

Regular tours, with an English-speaking 
guide, start from the visitor centre and those 
with plenty of energy can climb the 465 steps to 
the top of the 112m tower. 

The mechanically- and musically-minded, 
and those with a sense of fun, are sure to enjoy 


a visit to the nearby National Museum From 
Musical Clock To Street Organ. 

The museum attracts thousands of visitors 
each year who come to see automatic musical 
instruments from the 15th century to today. 

Our guide tells us that one of the favourite 
pieces with the public is the rather strange 
sounding Rabbit In A Cabbage. 

But there’s another rabbit on the block - and 
she can boast a museum of her own! 

The Dick Bruna Huis is a must for Miffy afi¬ 
cionados of all ages. There are displays charting 
Bruna’s extraordinary career for the grown¬ 
ups, while children can hear stories and play. 


The Dick Bruna Huis is part of the Centraal 
Museum on the opposite side of the street. 
Highlights from the collection here include 
works by 17th-century Utrecht Caravaggists - 
who were inspired by Caravaggio - and 
16th-century painter Jan van Scorel. 

The Museum Quarter, as it’s known, is easy 
to explore on foot and even includes an 
Aboriginal Art Museum. 

For a different perspective on what the city 
has to offer, a canal cruise comes highly recom¬ 
mended, while Utrecht also boasts Holland’s 
largest shopping mall, Hoog Catharijne.

Small building firms 
call for cut in VAT 

A CALL for a VAT cut for small firms in 
the building sector could go some way 
towards boosting trade, according to a 
survey. 

The Federation of Small Businesses 
claims a five per cent flat rate for home 
renovations could help small businesses 
“struggling against a backdrop of 
decreasingly bad trade”. 

The industry had pushed the 
Government heavily in the run-up to the 
Budget for a cut in VAT on renovation - 
after a decision in Europe allowed 
nations to drop the tax rate on a number 
of services. 

A survey by the FSB showed 59 per 
cent of respondents in the building sec¬ 
tor said their trade had fallen in the last 
six months, with 37 per cent concerned 
that their financial prospects were poor. 

Almost half of those surveyed said it 
was the lack of demand that was fuelling 
the negative impact on their businesses. 
A key concern for business was the 15 
per cent VAT rate. 

John Walker of the FSB, said: 
“Confidence in the smaller building proj¬ 
ects around the country has dropped to a 
low, and people who were thinking of 
adding an extension to their home, reno¬ 
vating their bathroom or building a 
garage, should be given the incentive to 
go ahead.” 

'Greater incentives are 
needed to go green' 

POLICIES to reduce carbon emissions 
will fail without greater green incen¬ 
tives, a lobby group for property owners 
has claimed. 

The British Property Federation (BPF) 
said real estate should be one of the eas¬ 
iest areas to make carbon emissions sav¬ 
ings but the Government needed to 
encourage landlords and tenants to 
work together to make cuts. 

Liz Peace, chief executive of the BPF, 
said: “The Government should explore 
how the tax system might be used to 
incentivise improvements by altering 
the conundrum we have over how the 
benefits from improvements are shared 
between landlords and tenants.” 

The BPF said the Government had 
ignored the fact that most commercial 
property was rented. 

Ms Peace said: “This means landlords 
cannot simply walk into a tenant’s shop, 
for example, and turn the lights off. 
Therefore, any incentives and responsi¬ 
bilities for improving energy perform¬ 
ance are widely split between the two 
groups.”

THE Law Society is urg¬ 
ing home-sellers to check 
the real cost of their 
Home Information Pack 
with their estate agent to 
avoid inflated costs. 

The warning comes after a 
Channel 4 News investigation 
found evidence that more than 
£100 could be getting added to 
the price of HIPs because of 
secret payments to estate agents. 

With many estate agents hir¬ 
ing HIP providers to supply 
home-sellers with the evaluation, 
the Law Society is calling on sell¬ 
ers to check very carefully how 
much their agent is charging for 
the HIP. 

Law Society president Paul 
Marsh said: “The cost of the HIP 
charged to the home-seller by the 
estate agent could be much high¬ 
er than necessary and more than 
the agent actually pays the HIP 
provider. 

“Because of these hidden refer¬ 
ral fees the estate agent is over¬ 
charging the seller and making a 
secret profit. 

“Sellers should ask for details 
of the exact costs to discover if 
the agent is charging them more 
than they should be, and more 
than the HIP actually cost the 
estate agent. 

“They should also ask if the 
estate agent is receiving a hidden 
commission from the HIP 
provider, which would mean the 
estate agents are keeping part of 
the cost themselves. If the agent 
is paying £300 to the HIP 
provider and then charging their

client £400, the client is paying 
an extra £100 unnecessarily. 
With the other costs involved in 
selling, these added costs are 
unwanted extras. 

“If sellers do find their agent is 
charging extra for their HIP they 
should ask their solicitor if they 
provide a HIP instead, as solici¬ 
tors are required to be fully open 
with their clients about fees. 

“The added benefit of using a 
solicitor is that they are all strict¬ 
ly regulated and required to fol¬ 
low stringent rules, unlike estate 
agents.” 

Concerns 

In the latest legislation on 
house sales anyone hoping to sell 
their home needs a HIP in place 
before they can put the property 
on the market, raising the risk of 
quickly-arranged HIPs that are 
inaccurate. 

The Law Society has also raised 
concerns over the new Property 
Information Questionnaires 
which are now a feature of HIPs, 
requiring sellers to answer ques¬ 
tions about their home. 

Mr Marsh added: “PIQs are 
supposed to provide information 
for potential buyers about the 
property, but if they are not com¬ 
pleted correctly it could harm the 
relationship between buyer and 
seller, which is the last outcome 
anyone wants, especially now 
when the market is so slow. 

“A solicitor will be able to assist 
in completing the questionnaire 
to ensure it is accurate.”

This will further boost a car which will 
switch production to Honda’s Swindon 
plant this autumn, delivering keener 
prices for recession hit drivers seeking a 
compact all-rounder.

Fiat 500 - the baby that 
packs a mighty big punch 



ROAD TEST 


AFTER years on the financial ropes, 
Fiat staged a comeback and its best 
punch was the reborn Fiat 500. 

Inspired by the classic 1957 500 ‘Nuovo’, it 
stormed the market, revitalized dealers and 
picked up European Car of the Year in 2007; it 
is a cult car to challenge and undercut BMW’s 
own reworked icon, the Mini. 

The 500 has also pioneered Fiat’s EcoDrive 
software to help owners drive leaner, meaner 
and greener. 

It dovetails with the USB input for ‘Blue & 
Me’, Fiat’s hands-free in-car phone and audio 
system and I averaged 75 points from a possi¬ 
ble 100 on two long runs in the 1.2 Pop entry 
model test car - 80 is considered good. 

However, my overall reading after a 
week was just 52, with economy clobbered 
by local shuttles, school runs, shopping trips 
and so on. 

This is when the engine barely warms up, 
there is less cruising and more gear changing 
and, possibly, more hurrying - we allow extra 
time pro rata when travelling further. 

But even if we know how to drive greener 
really, a driver might get hooked on pleasing 


EcoDrive, with consequent savings and a 
greener conscience. 

The 1.2 500 model (0-62mph in 12.9 seconds) 
should average well over 50mpg anyway and 
is probably the best buy 500, although the 
modest £8,300 start price can be blown away 
by tempting options such as our car’s 
black/chrome alloys (from £300). 

And you need Lounge spec (from £9,700) to 
get a split/folding rear seat; the boot is not 
huge and you might want to flop down one 
seat to accommodate extra shopping or an 
awkward item, yet still carry a rear passenger. 
But Lounge spec brings air con and alloys as 
standard plus more. 

The 500 interior is a pleasing mix of retro 
with modem materials of higher quality. 

Some may scratch easily, but everything you 
touch feels tough, including the now trade¬ 
mark ‘billiard ball’ gear knob. 

Inheriting the Fiat Panda running gear 
and chassis is not all good news; the ride can 
feel unsettled though the lighter weight of the 
1.2 against the 1.4-litre petrol and 1.3-litre 
diesel, makes it feel more refined and more 
nimble, while still able to cruise the motorway 
comfortably.

Reeves and Farrance reunite for TT return

THE top step of the podium is all 
multiple world sidecar champion 
Tim Reeves is thinking about as he 
bids to win the Isle of Man TT in only 
his second attempt this weekend. 

The Maidstone-based racer will re¬ 
unite with Tenterden passenger 
Patrick Farrance to tackle the 102nd 
running of the famous road race. 

The pair stunned spectators on 
their debut last year by mastering 
the tricky 37.7-mile course to record 
a third place finish. The result was 
the best rookie finish for 30 years. 
Reeves described his third place last 
year as his greatest achievement, 
despite having three world titles to 
his name. 



After tasting success last year, he is 
determined to build on his TT portfo¬ 
lio and clinch the title, adding to his 
growing list of achievements in the 
sport. 

However, he will be hoping the 
mechanical problems, which halted 
his progress in World Sidecar 
Championship last month, have 
been cured. 

Practice sessions around the noto¬ 
rious road course began on Saturday 
and continue throughout this week. 
The first race of two will be held on 
Saturday afternoon. 


Mercer marvels at speed 

as he takes to Isle of Man

STEVE Mercer has been pleasant¬ 
ly surprised by his pace in the open¬ 
ing practice session of his debut in 
the notorious Isle of Man TT. 

The Maidstone rider took to the famous 37.7- 
mile road course at racing speeds for the first 
time on Saturday. The 27-year-old, who is tak¬ 
ing part in a three-year apprenticeship deal for 
the event, was delighted to finally get on the 
course after studying DVDs and learning the 
course via computer games. 

He admitted the danger of the event entered 
his mind in the opening laps, but he soon set¬ 
tled into a rhythm. Mercer believes he will be 
fully up to speed in time for the first race on 
Saturday and was astonished by the concept of 
racing at speed of 180mph on a road course. 

He said: “It is absolutely fantastic to finally 
get out there and complete some laps. I have 
surprised myself with my pace and I really feel 
at home here. 

“I have to admit when I went out on the first 
lap it was a little daunting, but I soon got to 
grips with it. It is certainly easier than playing 
it on a Playstation. I can’t stay on the bike on 
the computer game. I can’t believe that it is 
possible to go this fast on a road course without 
it being illegal.”

Mercer will take part in a number of timed 
practice sessions this week building up to the 
first race. With this year’s event his debut TT, 
every session is vital to gain experience and 
confidence on the circuit, which has claimed 
more than 200 lives in its 102-year history. 

He said: “It is all about confidence. Even 
though the session was untimed I know my 
pace was well off the leaders, but I was getting 
faster and faster as the session went on. 

“I think 95 per cent of the corners are 
taken blind, so if you have the confidence to 
turn these you will record a fast time. 
Building my confidence up is the main task 
this week.”
